The Chicago House Wrecking Co, dis- 
missed Saturday its defense in the suit

main buildings of the World’s Fair. 
Judgment for the World's Fair com- 
pany in the sum of $20,954.99 was en- 
ered, and the provision was made that 
ihe answer and counter claims of the 
lefense were dismissed “‘without preju- 
ice,” meaning that they could be pre- 
ented at a future time. 

The withdrawal of the defense came 
ifter the completion of the cross-ex- 
mination of William Dixon, chief elec- 
rician of the Fair, who testified Friday 
hat he was offered $2500 by Supt. Ben- 
nett of the wrecking company if he 








: - would testify for that company and 


against the Fair company. 

Judge Ferriss, counsel for the World’s 
Fair Co., protested to the Court against 
the dismissal of the suit without the 
hearing of all /the testimony. He said 
that the integrity of methods of the 
Exposition company had been attacked, 
and that the company’s answer to these 
allegations should be heard. The Court 
ruled that the dismissal should stand. 
The sum sued for was $31,000, but the 
award covers the most substantial of 
the Exposition company’s claims.

Stevens, who testified to the close po- 
litical relations existing between’ the 
plaintiff and Maj. Harvey W. Salmon.’ 

Goy. Stephens asserted that the fail- 
ur@ of Examiner Bunce to discover the 
condition of the Salmon Bank was due 
to incompetency or favoritism. 

When this testimony was concluded 
Judge Hinton ordered a recess until 
Monday. Previously counsel for the 
plaintiff had requested a postpone- 
ment on the ground that one of the 
jurors was ill. It was also represent- 
ed to the Court that the plaintiff had 
considerable testimony in rebuttal, 
which would probably require some 
time to submit. 

After consultation with defendant's 
attorney, Judge Hinton consented to 
the postponement.

RICHMOND, - Mo., June 16.—Up to 
noon today the robbers who blew up 
the Posteffice safe and stole $250 have 
not been apprehended, although the Ray 
and Clay County officials, working with 
the United States Marshal, are reported 
as having three suspects surrounded 
near the Ray-Clay County lines, be- 
tween Lawson and Excelsior Springs. 

After shooting Thornton Gorham and 
John E. Bone at the- Harrison crossing, 
north of Hibbard Friday, the three ban- 
dits traveled west across the Harris 
farm and across the Smith farm. About 
dark a hired man on the Crowley farm 
saw the three robbers going into the 
heavy timber and rocky section south- 
west of the Crowley farm. Soon after 
that the daughter of Thomas Laggart, 
while driving up the cows, heard one 
of the men in the bushes say: 

“I can't stand it to go any further; 
I'm going to pile down right here and 
get some rest,’”’ 

Officers say that one bandit fell twice 
in the shooting affray, and it is thought 
that the man in the brush was the 
wounded man. | 

The wounded officers are resting well 


‘today, and. physicians express some 
hope for Gorham’s recovery. His wound 
was made by a pisto] ball in the neck, 
the bullet plowing against the jugular 
vein and shattering the  shoulder- 
blade and lodging beyend the reach of 
surgical instruments. 

Boone’s wound is in the fleshy part of 
the upper arm, extending into the shoul- 
der. The officers were armed with pis- 
tols only when the attempt was made 
to arrest the three armed men. 

The Clay County posse, headed by 
Sheriff Wymore, came into the field 
late last night and joined the Lawson 
party. They guarded the timber sec- 
tfon all night, and they are sure that 
the fugitives did not escape.

President Forman of the City Coun- 
cil, speaking from the chair at Friday 
afternoon's caused a stormy 
scene by referring to certain members 
who were present as a ‘“‘combine.”’ 

Not since the “‘boodle’’ combine was 
passing lighting bills and trolley fran- 
chises, in the days now outside the le- 
gal term of limitations, has thére been 
s0 much excitement on-the floor of the 
Council. 

For the first time there appeared the 
bitterness of the fight between the two 
newly created factions in the Council 
over the Manufacturers’ Railway 
(Busch line) bill. 

The climax came in the charge of Mr. 
Forman. 

“T am glad to see,” said Mr: For- 
man deliberately, “I am glad to know 
that one member of the combine has 


the interests of the city enough at 
heart to vote for this amendment.” 


Each Amendment Beaten. 
President Forman’s charge came 
after a coterie of the members, under 
the leadership of Mr. Cramer, had 
succeeded in defeating every amend- 


ment of the 15 which Mr. Ewing was 
offering to the Busch. bill or in tying 
the vote. 

Cramer, Linde, Marks. Moellman, 
Rolfes and Thomson made up the co- 
terie to whom Mr. Forman referred 
as the ‘‘combine.”’ 

The principal amendments offered by 
Mr. Ewing, whose passage the Cramer 
faction succeeded in defeating, provided 
depressing of tracks west of Grand ave- 
nue, the making of the franchise for 50 
years instead of a perpetual franchise, 
and the compensation to the city, which 
Mr. Ewing's amendment placed at $5000 
‘annually for the first five vears, $10,000 
annually for the next 10 years and $15,- 
0 for.the remaining years of the 50- 
year franchise grant. 

After Mr. Ewing's amendments had 
been acted upon, Mr. Marks: intro- 
duced an amendment which stipulated 
that, in addition to other sums, the 
company should pay $2500 annually to

comment. 

Coming without any warning, Presi- 
dent Forman's words brought the mem- 
bers of the Council, who had been 
ewinging idly in their revolving chairs, 
around, and they faced the president's 
chair in wonder. Over the marble rail- 
ing of the balcony the handfull of spec- 
tators leaned with the expectation of 
the. ‘‘gallery gods’’ when the curtain is 
going up. 

Mr. Marks was the first to recover. 
“I don't think the president should 
use language of that kind,” he said, 
hotly. Mr. Cramer, aggressive, but 
#t!ll parliamentary, said more blandly: 
“I don’t understand the insinuation of 
the president.” 


Lesser Sevonds Charge. 


Meantime the other faction was 
smiling. Mr. Lesser even went so far 
as to applaud, and made remarks 
which sounded to those near him as 


strong as the words of Mr..Forman. 
.To a Post-Dispatch reporter Mr. 
Fofman said Saturday that ‘he was 
sure he had been misunderstood when 
he used the word “combine.”’ 

“Il only meant,'’ sald Mr. Forman, 
“that there. was: a temporary combine 
voting against the amendments, which 
I think are necessary to safeguard the 
interests of the city. 

“There was no reason for me to insin- 
uate that the members who voted to- 
gether against these amendments 
formed a combine in the usual sense. 
The word was used because yesterday 
was the first time they ever voted to- 
gether that way. 

“I don’t understand it at all. In the 
last session of the Council we held a 
eaucus and a safe majority voted for 
the very amendments which this combi- 
nation threw down yesterday.” 

Mr. Cramer gave as his reason for 
voting against the. resolutions offered 
by Mr. Ewing that the Railroad Com- 
mittee, of which Mr. Cramer is chair- 
man, had prepared sufficient amend-

When he had thought it 
over the President acknowledged that 
he had not. studied the bill he had so 
vigorously condemned and calmly put 
the blame, not on poor Loeb, but on 
Senator Beveridge, whom he practically 
accused of misinforming him, not in- 
tentionally, of course. | 

Despite this attempt to get from. un- 
der, ‘many of the House Republicans 
refused to call in the dogs of war they 
had unleashed. These men say the 
President is rattled; thatafter his nat- 
ural custom he spoke before he thought. 
They loudly say that he will be shown 
that he cannot interfere longer in legis- 
lation. The Speaker has handed out a 
short statement that contained a stips- 
er for the President. They call him 
“The dictator in the White House.” 
The Speaker and the Republican lead- 
ers of the House have accepted the 
President’s challenge on the question of 
a meat inspection bill. They have de- 
termined to “stand pat’’ on the bill re- 
ported by the Committee on Agricul- 
ture, despite the President's denuncia- 
tion of it. The President’s actiog forced 
the House to accept. the. issue-he laid 
down, and, according to the Speaker and 
his friends, the fight is on. Not only 
the Speaker, but nine-tenths of the Re- 
publicans of the House are incensed at 
the President’s jnterference in the mat- 
ter of the meat inspection bill, which, 
it is claimed by the members of the 
Committee on Agriculture, was framed 
by the President's stanchest admirers 
and supporters. on the committee. 

Some Republicans said today that 
Congress might as well abolish itselt 
and permit the President to provide a 
set of rules under which the Govern- 
ment if to be run. They claim that he 
has exceeded. his authority in denounc- 
ing the meat inspection bill and that, in 


additidn, most of his criticisms are the 
result either of ignorance or spite, or 


both.” 

The Speaker. tried to convince the 
President that the objections advanced 
against the bill are unfounded. The 
President refused to listen. The Speak- 
er was angry after his conference at 
the White House. He absolutely com- 
mitted himself to¢the support of the 
meat bill reported by the committee. 
He took no middle ground, but came out 
in his indorsement of the 
committee’s bill. After conference with 
the floor leaders of his party, and with 
Chairman Wadsworth of the Committee 
on Agriculture, the Speaker gave a 
brief statement, in which he rapped the 

esident. 
rent in the bitter fight Mr. 
Wadsworth’s stinging letter the 
President. 

After the President learneg that Rep- 
resentative Wadsworth had given out 
the: correspondence, he began to think 
hard and rapidly. He had several mem- 
bers of the House with him and talked 
over the whole situation. One of these 
members was Representative Adams cf 
Wisconsin, who is a stanch friend of the 
President and one of the strong men in 
the House. Solicitor McCabe of the De- 
partment of Agriculture was present 
during a part of this interview. 

Mr. Adams showed the President 
‘many of the points which the Presi- 
dent in his letter to Mr. Wadsworth 
charged had been omitted from the 
bill. He went over the bill section by 
section with the President, with the 
result that the President finally ad- 
mitted he had been misinformed re- 
garding the provisions of the commit-

The staunchest supporters of the 
President on the Committee on Agri- 
culture—Representatives Cocks of 
New York, Haskins of Vermont, 
Adams of. Wisconsin and Lafean of 
Pennsylvania—absolve the committee 
of any attempt at juggling in favor of 
the packers. They say the present 
bill is an even better measure than 
the Beveridge amendment, and the 
men who have been accounted the 
friends of the packers in the commit- 
tee were the most insistent in de- 
manding a bill that accomplish what 
it was designed for. 

The friends of the President frank- 
ly admit that they do not know what 
he wants in the way of legisiation. 
They say that he has at no time ex- 
pressed himself in a manner that 
would indicate what his wishes are 
and that he has refused to work on 
with the committee or designate or 
appoint a person to do 80. When a 
Substitute was first mentioned to the 
President a request was made of him 
that the bill might be shown to So- 
licitor McCabe of the Department of 
Agriculture and get his approval. 
The President said he had no objec- 
tion to the bill being shown Mr. Mc- 
Cabe, but that he would not permit 
the solicitor to give it his official in- 
dorsement. 

An effort is to be made today by 
members of the House Committee on 
Agriculture, who signed the majority 
report for the House substitute for 
the Beveridge meat inspection amend- 
ment, to make certain modifications in 
the substitute intended to meet the 
Objections of President Roosevelt to 
that measure. we

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Miss Anna Strunsky, Who Helped ‘‘The Sea Wolf’s’’ Author 
Write ‘‘The Kempton-Wace Letters’’ Was Named in Mrs. 
Jack London’s Petition for Divorce. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, June 16.—Miss Anna 
Strunsky, who at 25 is known to fame 
as a writer, a speaker and a collaborator 
with Jack London, recently went to St. 
Petersburg on a journalistic errand con- 
nected with the revolutionary propa- 
ganda. There she met William English 
Walling. a young millionaire who was 
traveling in Europe to study the Czar’s 
dissatisfied subjects. Their engagement 
has just been announced, and they are 
to be married in this city and especially 
in the University settlement, where Mr. 
Walling lived for a time, and at “Club 
A,” Fifth avenue, the organization of 
Russian revolutionary sympathizers, No. 
3 Fifth avenue will be their home when 
they return to this city in the middle of 

the summer. 

Mr. Walling was associated with Rob- 
ert Hunter and J. G. Phelps Stokes at 
the University settlement. It was 
through a syndicate which the young 
people organized that Mr. Walling and 
Miss Strunsky met in St. Petersburg. 
The-aim was to provide newspapers and 
magazines of this country with unbiased 
information about conditions in Russia. 
The syndicate persuaded him to go to 
St. Petersburg for them and help with 
the Russian work. Later Miss Strunsky 
went to the Russian Capital for the syn- 
dicate. 

By many people Miss Strunsky is best 
known by the fact that while a stu- 
dent at Stanford University she helped 


: Jack London write ‘The Kempton-Wace 


Letters.” The book was ublished 
anonymously in 1903. The letters pur- 
ported to be written by a young college 
student at the University of California 
to his foster father in London, a man 
of 53 years. The boy, Herbert: Wace, 
was engaged. to a girl student at Stan- 
ford, and the letters are an intellectual 
duel on love in its relation to the race 





and the individual. 3 

After months of conjecture, the read- 
ing world learned that Herbert Wace 
was Jack London, while Kempton, the 
poet, dreamer and champion of ideal 
love, was Miss Strunsky. London was 
subsequently divorced, and many people 
believed Miss Strunsky had been the 
cause of it, especially when it was dis- : 
covered she was frequently mentioned 
in the application filed by Mrs. Lon- 
don. However, London married again 
and Miss Strunsky was not his bride. 

Nature made Miss Strunsky singularly 
charming, and in addition endowed her 
with a remarkably keen mind. She is a 
Jewess, born in Russia and brougyt up 
in America. She was praised i the 
New York newspapers as an infant 
prodigy when she was a school child. 
and at 12 years of age had contributed 
articles to magazines read by grown- 
ups. Her father was at one time a con- 
tractor in Russia, but finding things too 
unpleasant for him there, he came to 
America and established himself in 
business in San Francisco, where he 
prospered. His daughter then studied 
sociological and economic subjects. She 
especially enjoyed taking up the pen in 
defense of her oppressed fallen country- 
men. She spoke European languages 
fluently and was a Doctor of Philoso- 
phy. For a time, while doing literary 
work, she lived at Whittier Hall, the 
Columbia University dormitory for 
women in this city. f 

Mr. Walling was once present when 
she spoke before the Ruskin Club, but 
he was not introduced to her, and so it 
is literally true that he crossed a £¢2 
and a continent to find his bride. Mr. 
Walling is the son of Dr. Walloughby 
Walling, a Chicago vhysician. He is 4 
graduate of the University of Chicago 
and a member of Delta Kappa Epsilon. 
His grandfather, William H. English, 
ran for Vice-President on the Demo- 
cratic ticket in 1880 and when he died 
left him a fortune of several millions, 
including large property in Indianapolis. 
The young man studied the sociological 
problem. He worked among the Ghetto 
folk of Chicago and served as a factory 
inspector under Gov. Tanner, when the 
child labor agitation reached Illinois. In 
190 he wrote “The Social Campaign 
Book.” Later he came to New York and 
continued his observations among the 
pesiple of the lower East Side.

It shot to left cen- 
ter with amazing directness and incredible speed, pursuing a course 
about twenty feet from the ground. 

Not at any time until he caught it did it seem possible for Stone to 
break Gown or Stop’ the ball, not to speak of catching it.

Old Soldiers Fight Bill Abolish- 
ing Home Canteen.

WASHINGTON, June 16.—There is a 
row between the Prohibitionists and the 
Germans of the country over the ques- 
tion of selling beer to the old soldiers, 
which threatens =~ to make political 
trouble for the Republicans.

WILL HE FOLLOW HIS LCGIC?., 

President Roosevelt’s energetic work for the 
abolition of the tax on denatured alcohol on the 
ground that it would remove one of the principal 
elements of strength of the Standard Oil monopoly 
was received with unanimous popular approbation. 

But why does he not follow his own logic into the 
bowels of monopolies little less oppressive than the 
Standard Oil—the Steel Trust, for instance? 

This combine was created by the steel and iron 
schedules of the protective tariff. Sheltered behind 
this wall it has levied tribute in all directions in 
the blessed home market. Its gigantic growth has 
been at the expense of nearly every industry of the 
United States, all of which have been forced to pay 
tribute to the favored few who enjoy the special 
privileges so unwisely granted. 

Steel rails are subject to a customs tax of $7 a 
ton. The price in the United States is $28 a ton, but 
the English or French railway builder can get them 
for $20. If the trust can sell to the foreigner for 


' $20 what enables it to exact $28 from the American 


purchaser’? What, but. the monopoly the combine 
enjoys by virtue of government protection in the 
home market? President Roosevelt is eager to 
strike the oil monopoly. Why does he not att with 
equal energy against a monopoly which adds more 
than one-fourth to the cost of the principal element 
of railroad construction? Why does he not insist 
upon the square deal for the American as well as for 
the foreigner? 

Again, wire nails are taxed at the Custom House 
1-2 cent a pound, steel sheets 5-10 cent a pound and 
upward, steel billets 3-10 cent a pound. People 
who wish to construct buildings of any kind must 
reckon with these rates. They m@asure the mo- 
nopoly profit which must be paid to the Steel Trust. 
Barb wire is taxed 1.90 cents a pound. The farmer 
pays it; the Steel Trust does not earn it; but the 
Steel Trust gets it. 

There is no corner so small that the fingers of the 
trust cannot enter and pluck tribute. ‘The feet of 
industry are hobbled by the restraints imposed by 
this protected monopoly. . 

if the President is really a broad-minded statesman 
he must realize that this is one-sided protection. 
But it is worse; it protects the strong and commits 
the weak, defenseless, to the tender mercies of privi- 
leged greed. 

We cannot nibble away the power of unpatriotic 


Monopoly. It must be courageously attacked in good 


faith, with a determination that right shall be done. 
If the President is as good as his oft-repeated word 
he will not be content with a guerilla raid on the 
intensely unpopular Oil Trust. He will ‘strive to 
lead his party against the whole greedy mass of mo- 
nopoly and destroy it. :

COOLIES IN SOUTH AFRICA. . 

The thousands of Chinese coolies brought to 
South Africa to work in the mines are a source ot 
trouble which even “South Africa,” the organ of 
the wealthy mine owners, cannot wholly conceal. 
There is a strong agitation in England against the 
system, which is a source of constant dispute in 
Parliament. Recently, in recognition of this agi- 
tation, the British Government offered to send back 
to China as many coolies as wished to go. But the 
offer was hedged around with so many reservations 
that only 12 accepted it up to date. | 

This would seem to show, as the mine owners 
claim, that the coolies are entirely satistied with 
their lot. But the current number of “South Africa” 
discusses the flogging of Chinese coolies in the mines 
and the protection of the white inhabitants of the 
‘Transvaal against outrages committed by runaway 
coolies imported by the mining companies. 

No explanation has appeared as to why these run. | 
away.coolies should rob, murder and commit other 
outrages. “South Africa” gives the secret away 
in its report of the proceedings of Parliament, in 
which a Mr. Lupton asked whether one method of 
stopping the outrages would not be to “alter the 
fugitive slave law, which made it a penal offense

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THE WORK OF PREPARATION. 

Delegate Coale of the Twenty-eighth Ward was 
right in his Opinion expressed in Friday’s Post-Dis- 
patch that the solving of the free bridge problem is 
germane to the functions of the Municipal Terminal 
Commission. That Commission is charged with the 
duty of investigating the bridge and terminal condi- 
tions and of recommending remedies for existing 
evils and plans for additional facilities. It would 
have been within the scope of its work to have rec- 
ommended a municipal free bridge if, in its judg- 
ment, such a bridge would improve the situation. 
As a body organized for the very purpose of solving 
our bridge and terminal problem, the Commission 
ought to be a timely means of arriving at a prompt 





‘and satisfactory solution of the problems created by 


the voting of free bridge bonds. 

But the opposition of the Mayor to the free 
bridge, despite the authorizing of bonds for its con- 
struction, the narrow view of the Mayor and the 
members of the Commission of jts functions as a 
mere co-operative adjunct of the St. Louis Terminal 
Railway Association and the discrediting of one mem- 
ber who retains his place despite the proof that his 
firm received railroad rebates, casts grave doubt upon 
the wisdom of asking the present Commission to 
do any part of the work. It might be wise, in view 
of the new situation created by the election, to order 
a final report of the Commission’s work and create 
a new commission friendly to the free bridge tor 
the purpose of investigating that problem and rec- 
ommending legislation and plans. The preliminary 
steps could be provided for by broadening the scope 
of Delegate Coale’s resolution creating a committee 
to petition Congress for a charter. 

In the free bridge project it is necessary to know 
precisely what the city must do in order to prepare 
for its construction and operation, and what legisla- 
tion is needed.) Then the location and plans must 
be settled in conjunction with the War Department. 
There is ample work here for a strong commission. 

It might be wise to revive the King’s Highway 
Boulevard Commission and the Public Buildings Com. 
mission to bring their work up to date. An ordi- 
nance referring the small park and playgrounds 
plans to the Public Bath Commission, which has 
thoroughly studied the situation, has been intro- 
duced in the Council. It is a good measure. 

The first necessary thing to do in all of these im- 
provements is to prepare broad and satisfactory 
plans, to find out precisely what should be done and 
how it should be done. Let us lay sound foundations 
and then proceed to do the work well.

Judge Richardson’s Picture. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

Will it be possible ever to re- 
store the portrait of Judge John C. 
Richardson, who served on the Supreme 
Bench of the State from St. Louis in 
1858-59 ? 

This portrait, an oil painting. was 
hung originally in the Supreme Court- 
room in Jefferson City, but with many 
other portraits of Missouri jurists was 
loaned by the court to adorn the Mis- 
souri Building at the Louisiana Pur- 
chase Exposition, and was destroyed 
when that building burned. Judge 
Richardson has been dead many years. 
No member of his family survives him 
in this State, and, so far as known, no 
portrait, photograph or other likeness of 
him is now extant. 

The only other portrait of a former 
Supreme Judge totally deS8troyed in a 
fire—that of Judge Henry M. Vories—has 
been repaired by J. V. D. Patch of &t. 
Joseph, and will be hung at Jefferson 
City within a week or so. When this is 
done there will be only one vacancy in 
the colleetigen'-that of Judge Richardson. 
This is deeply regretted by the court, 
which took a special pride tn keeping 
the collection intact. 

For more than a year Judge Lenore 
of St. Louls has been engaged in a 
search for 2 photograph. daguerreotype 
or other likeness of Judge Richardson, 
but as yet has not succeeded. He has 
learned, however. that the widow of 
Judge Richardson, a lady now far ad- 
vanced in years, is living somewhere in 
Switzerland—just where cannot be ascer- 
tained—and he, with other friends of the 
court, are endeavoring to communicate 
with her. She was his second wife, and 
many years his junior. It is believed 
that If she can be communicated with 
it will be possible to secure a photo- 
graph from which to revaint the lost 
portrait.

THIRD MAN WAS ABSENT 


Sager Tells Ollie Roberts’ Life 
Story in Plea for Con- 
viction, 


The grand jury will investigate the 
changes two witnesses made in their 
testimony and the absence of one wit- 
ness from the bribery trial of Former 


Sergeant John Connors in Judge Reyn- 
0o.ds’ court, where he was found not 
guilty by a jury Friday night. The tes- 
timeny of the two witnesses differed 
materially from that wnhicn iney gave 
before the Board of Police Commission- 
ers when Connors was discharged from 
the force. The whereabouts of another 
witness whose testimony was nceded is 
not known. 

Connors was charged with 
money from Ollie Roberts 
tion. 

Connors, testifying in his own behalf, 
denied the charge of bribery, and said 
the- only recollection he had of meeting 
Ollie Roberts was when He told her to 
keep out of the Central District. He 
also denied having ‘‘stalled’’ for Ollie 
Roberts in the robbery of a man named 
Brown. He_ said the conversation af 
March 9, 1988, in which, she said, he 
complained that she had ‘‘got him in 
bad,’ never occurred. 

The jury was out nearly 
They at first stood nine for acquittal 
and three for conviction, and were at 
one time on the ‘point of declaring that 
they could rot agree. When the case 
was closed in the afternoon, Connors 
wiited in the courtroom without his 
dinner for the jury’s return. He was 
appurenutly deeply affected by the ver- 
dict. 

Circult Attorney Sager closed his ar- 
gument with a short biography of the 
Star witness, Ollie Roberts, who had 
been mercilessly attacked by lawyers 
for the defense. He said: 

“At 3 vears old she was motherless; 
at § years old she was fatherless; at 16 
years of age she was ruined; at 16 years 
of age he was a woman of immorality, 
and at 17 she was a thief. It was such 
mei as these (pointing to Connors) who 
are responsible for her latter condition, 
that of a thief. As to who was respon- 
sible for her other sins all we can say 
is that it was a man.

Upton Sinclair’s Remedy for the Evils of 


the 


Condemned Meat Trade Wherein 


Millions Have Been Made by Fooling the 
Public and Maltreating Employes.

what I myself saw of the condemned meat industry, and also of 


2 THE preceding papers of this series I have told a little of 


the conditions of living and working of the wage slaves of the 


Beef ‘Trust. 


It seems to me that it will be well in the concluding 


paper to say something about the remedy for these evil conditions, 
so that the reader may be left, not with a sense of helnvess rage and 
despair, but with an idea of something to work for. I take it for 
granted that no right-minded and honest human being can read of 
such things without a desire to do what lies in his power to remedy 


them. 


If there are any who are still unconvinced by all the evidence 
which has been offered, both officially and unofficially, during the 
last two weeks, I shall not stop to argue with them. I shall assume 
for the purpose of the present discussion that two propositions have 
been proven: First, that the Beef Trust sells a great deal of food 
which is not fit to be eaten, and prepares it in unhealthful sur- 
roundings; and, second, that it maltreats its working people and 
pays them less than a living wage. 


Let us consider the first proposition. 
I recollect when I first came to this 
task and tried to get other people to be- 
ileve the things which I had seen with 
my own eyes, the arguments which 
were brought against me. They were 
tmpossible, everybody said. In the first 
place, as a simple business pro ition, 
it would nat pay the big packers to do 
the things which I described; they had 
too much at stake, they had too much 
to lose. Wverything that they did had 
to be done through the agency of work- 
ingmen; and so their workingmen would 
know about everything: and so, sooner 
or later, the public would find out about 
ft. The large scale upon which every- 
thing was done was sufficient guaran- 
tee that it would be done properly. I 
used to smile, recollecting how I my- 
self had believed in the same arguments 
ence upon a time. Once upon a time, 
going upon a camping trip, I had taken 
with me six cans of Armour’s “potted 


ham,"’ thinking it would be a good arti-, 


tle to have in case of emergency. I 
apread it upon a sandwich and tried to 
eat it, but could not; and I recollect 
my perplexity—thinking how Armour’s 
Was a great big concern, which adver- 
lised a great deal, and ought therefore 
to be reliable. 


Power and Opportunity of the Beef 
Trust. 

Now, what is the matter of fact? 
rhe size and power of Armour & Co. 
has produced, and naturally would pro- 
duce, exactly the opposite effect. It is 
precisely the bigness of the Armour 
concern which makes it worth while for 
it to practice these abominations, and 
also which enables {ft to practice them 
with impunity. Old Armour did not 
rise to power by selling excellent wares 
to the public; he rose by railroad re- 
bates and similar commercial trickery; 
and once having the money he could 
force his competitors out of business 
and furnish the public with what he 
chose; and finally, when an attempt was 
made to punish him, he could use his 
wealth to outwit the law. He could 
“iso use it to fill the newspapers with 
advertisements, and the minds of the 


people with lies. 


And you must also understand that it 
ia the large scale upon which every in- 
dustry is carried out in Packingtown 
that makes these evil practices so prof- 
itable. A man who owned a bristle of 
every hog which is killed in Packing- 
town would have a considerable addi- 
tion to his income; while a man who 
owned all the diseased meat which is 
killed there would be ten times over 
eligible for the United States Senate. 
When you kill many millions of hogs 
aA year every tiniest portion of a hog 
becomes worth considering. 

It is proposed to do away with these 
evils by passing a new inspection law. 
I am, of course, in favor of such a law, 
asa step upon the way; but I am quite 
sure that it will not permanently abol- 
The public clamor will die 
away and everybody will forget all 
about the condemned meat industry; 
and meantime the enforcement of the 
law will mean the loss of many millions 
of dollars every single week to the pack- 
ers. Consequently they will be devoting 
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every effort to thwarting it; and as s00n 
as the attention of the public is re- 
laxed they will corrupt the inspectors 
and tone down the _ regulations, and 
gradually take the starch out of the 
service. And, meantime, owning the 1o- 
cal government in Chicago as they do 
(to say nothing of the newspapers), they 
will again be having their way with 
the local inspectors, and will be killing 
all the diseased meat for local consump- 
tion; and the very same things will be 
done in New York, and Kansas City, 
and Baltimore, and Boston, and St. 
Louis, and everywhere else where they 
have their great meat factories. It is 
all a delusion to talk about appealing 
to the public conscience, and so making 
graft impossible; there are too many 
varieties of graft clamoring for atten- 
tion. The public is now thinking about 
meat, and has forgotten all about life 
insurance. <A’ few months from now, 
perhaps, it will be thinking about rail- 
roads, and will have forgotten all about 
meat; and then it will be thinking about 
banks, and will have forgotten all about 
railroads, and so on. 
Food Supplied for Money in It. 

No, you must go0 deeper down if you 
would strike at the root of this evil. 
If you examine all these foul practices 
which have been described in such de- 
tail, you will find that they are the con- 
sequences of the fact that the food sup- 
ply of the nation is prepared by men 
who are not interested in the public 
welfare, but do the work merely in or- 
der to make money out of it. Public 
service for private profit is the cause 
of the trouble. It will take a long time 
for public opinion. to come to that con- 
clusion. It may have to go to sleep 
again and get another rude jar, and 
face another scandal. But sooner or 
later it will be forced to the conclusion 
that Ogden F. Armour and Nelson Mor- 
ris, commercial pirates, are not fit per- 
sons to be trusted with the preparation 
of their daily food. 


The remedy is particularly easy to 
point out in this case, because it has 
been applied with such success in Ger- 
many and all the other countries of Eu- 
rope. We have nothing to do but im- 
port their system of municipal slaugh- 
ter houses. In every large city on the 
continent you will find a model slaugh- 
ter house, constructed upon the newest 
scientific lines, and owned by the pub- 
lic and doing work for the public. This 
Slaughter house kills animals for any 
person who brings them, and charges 
so much per head. Every animal is in- 
spected, and the cost of inspection is 
included in the fee. The inspection is 
most rigid, and because the industry 
is not concentrated in a few hands, 
and there is no powerful combine to 
corrupt the Government, the inspection 
is honest. Twelve samples are cut from 
every carcass, and these samples are 
examined microscopically for traces of 
disease, and none but sound carcasses 
are passed. Under the law all carcasses 
which are rejected are tracked back and 
the man who has brought them may 
collect from the man who sold them to 
him. Thus the disease is followed to its 
source, which is the stockbreeder:; and 
as the stockbreeder finds that he can- 
not dispose of diseased animals any- 
where he stops breeding diseased ant- 
mals and cleans up his barns and sta- 
bles; and thus the percentage 6f dix 
ease in animals is reduced year by year. 

One of the things which the man who 
is avorking for reform in packing house 
conditions hears most frequently is the 
sneers that he knows nothing about the 
practical side of the business; that he 
thinks a slaughter house ought to be 
like a flower garden. All of which only 
proves the depths of the ignorance in
